‘THE STEPCHILD OF THE 
FATHER OF WATERS. 


An army engineer who studied the project of 

deepening the Mississippi river from St. Louis to 
St. Paul to a minimum of nine feet has reported 
against it. At present there is a six foot channel. 
The engineer is in favor of leaving matters as 
they are, though he admits that there must be 
gome loss if barge equipment which can reach 
* Pittsburgh and St. Louis cannot also reach the 
docks in St. Paul. 

Minneapolis, St. Paul, Keokuk, La Crosse, and 
other ports on the upper Mississippi ought not 
to let the matter rest with this report. Other 
experts may have different opinions. There are 
numerous advantages to be expected from deepen- 
ing the upper channel, not the least of which is 
the improvement which should result in the con- 
ditions of navigation in the lower river in times 
of drought. 
The government has been at great expense to 
establish a nine foot channel in the Ohio to Pitts- 
burgh. The government has been losing money 
spent on the waterway and the barge line to Bir- 
mingham, Ala. The government has lost heavily 
on many of the reclamation projects. The busi- 
ness men of Minneapolis and St. Paul need feel 
no hesitancy in continuing their campaign for the 
full development of their river's potentialities. 
Their claims to government support are worth as 
much consideration as those of any other section 
of the country. 

A tradition has arisen in this country that it is 
proper for the government to sink money in far- 
western projects which offer scant probability of 
paying for themselves; and it is also proper to 
sink money in a Muscle Shoals for the south and 
navy yards at every inlet along the coast. In con- 
trast, it is customary to frown upon proposed in- 
provements in the heart of the country, near the 
center of population, of agriculture and of indus 
try. 

The Mississippi system of waterways will not 
serve the nation as it can until the same equip- 
ment can be employed on all its sections and all 
its branches, just as a railroad system is not 
likely to prove profitable if an important section 
of it is narrow gauge. As long as the Mississippi 
system is viewed as a series of disconnected pro}- 
ects serving particular localities and industries, 
as the Ohio river serves Pittsburgh and the War-

I will give you a few facts as regards 


family. My great-grandfather was 


considered a good fox hunter, when he 


could spare time from the _farm. It 


was about the only real sport in those 
days—a hundred years ago—and is very 
popular now. Foxes are a menace to 


turkeys and chickens and also have 


some value when sold. When a child 
I listened for hours to tales of fox hunt- 
ing by my grandfather, of places where 
“runways” were, fox dens, etc. He 
learned to shoot “on the run”/ by roll- 


ing pumpkins down steep hills. As 
pumpkins bounded in the air he and 
brothers would shoot them. This train- 


ing was the usual thing and not the 


exception in his days. My. father is 
also very fond of fox hunting and goes 
when he can. In 1849 my grandfather 
(aged 21 then) went to California and 
he ranked there as a fine marksman. 
Hunting of foxes and deer is general 
in Vermont and this sport produces 
some good shooting. My brother had a 
little .22 rifle when he.was 14 years old, 


he having been instructed for years in 


the care of the gun for his protection 
and to protect others. Yen a mere 
boy he could pick a partridge off a 
sideas oat a good distance, and countless 
w ucks, crows, etc., were killed 
each year to protect crops. And a 
circling henhawk was not safe unless 
a mere speck in the sky.

All the radio broad- 
casting stations in Japan will be 
linked in for the occasion. 

Another unusual feature of the cere- 
monies will be the honoring by the 
throne of 395 centenarians in Japan, 
as well as 180,981 octogenarians. In 
each village a building will be set 
apart for the elders where they may 
listen in on the radio. | 

The emperor and his suite will de- 
part from Tokio with the empress on 
Nov. 6. On the following day the 
emblems of the imperial ancestors’ 
spirits, which the emperor will take 
with him to Kyoto, will be conse- 
crated in the Shunko-den. The prin- 
cipal ceremony of the enthronement 
will be observed at the imperial palace 
on Nov. 10. 

The emperor will announce to spirits 
of his ancestors in the Shunko-den his — 
formal accession to the imperial | 
throne and then, with the empress, 
will proceed to the Shishin-den for the 
ascension ceremony. On Nov. 14 and 
15 -there will be celebrated the Grand 
Harvest festival, an indispensable part 
of the enthronement. | 


~o- 

In the interval there will be other 
ceremonies. On Nov. 11 there will be. 
a sacred dance in front of the impe- 
rial sanctuary. The emperor also will 
send imperial messengers to all parts’ 
of the country to announce to the 
deities the imperial enthronement.: 
The ceremony of Calming of the Soul 


will be held Nov. 13 to prepare for 


lthe Grand Harvest festivals. The lat- 


ter will begin on the 14th with offer- 
ings to the shrines and the imperial - 
sanctuary. The ceremony Will con- 
tinue through the night. The impe 
rial banquet will continue for two 
days following. 

For the next five days, beginning 
with the 17th, the emperor and ém- 
press will engage in pilgrimages to 
the grand shrine of Ise, the mauso- 
leum of the Emperor Jimmu, the first 
emperor of Japan; the Emperor Ninko, 
Emperor Komei, and Emperor Meiji. 
Thus there will be abundant opportu- 
nity for the thousands of tourists who 
will visit Kyoto on this occasion to; 
witness thé imperial processions. The 
foreign office has reserved all the hotel 
space for distinguished guests and the 
tourists probably will sleep aboard 
their ships in Osaka bay, an hour by 
train from Kyoto.
